reſbeclively performed with many other things, wor- 
thy of remembrance.

BISHOPS of DURH AM. 


Together with their Lives and Atlions, collected out 
of the ancient and fair Records of the Cathedral 
Church of Durham, and for the moſt part tranſlated 
out of Latine into Engliſh the firſt of Auguſt 1603, 
at the Charge of Mr. John Hall of Conſett in the 
County of Durham. 


AIDAINE the firſt Biſhop. 


IRST, it1s tobe underſtood, that in the ſecond yeare of the raigne 

of the molt vertuous Prince and holy Martyr Oſwald ſometime King 
of Northumberland, certane learned and godly Monkes, at the procure- 
ment of the ſaid King, were ſent from Scotland, to preach the Woord of 
God within his Dominions; amongſt whom there was ſent a holy Man 
named Aidane, of great learning and ſanctity: He was ordained the firſt 
Biſhop of the ſame See, then firſt erected by King Ofwald, at Holie Iland, 
in the yeare of our Lord 635. The Lives and Miracles of the ſame hol 


Men St. Ofwald and St. Aidaine are recorded by St. Bede. This Aidaine 
was Biſhop ſeaventeene yeares. 


2. FINANE 


ſucceeded, being another of the ſame Monkes, who founded the firſt 
Church in Holie Hand; he baptiſed Pendon Prince of the middle Engliſh, 


and allo Sigbert King of the Weſt Saxons. He was Biſhopp about ten 
yeares, |

another of the ſame Monkes ſucceeded, and continued Biſhop three yeares, 
and then he gave over his Place, and returned to Scotland his native 


country, upon occaſion of a controverſie, which aroſe about the celebra- 
tion of the feaſt of Eaſter.

ſucceeded, who in the ſame yeare dyed of the Plague, which was then 
hote in Northumberland, after whole death the ſaid Epiſcopall See was by 


the (pare of fourteene yeares governed by Eata then Abbot of Holie Land.

aforeſaid was then made Biſhoppe of the ſame See, and fo continued four

6. Saint CUT HBERT. 


a holie Man then ſucceeded, having lived a Monaſticall life by the ſpace of 
xxvi years, and having moreover lived a moſt ſtrict and auſtere Anchorets 
life in Farn Iland by the ſpace of nine yeares, he was by a Synod of 
Biſhopps elected Biſhop, and was afterward conſecrated at Vork by 
Theodore Archbiſhopp- . King Eg frid and ſeaven Biſhopps being 
preſent at his conſecration, an. dom. 685, upon Eaſter day, in che wwelft 
yeare of the raigne of the ſame K. Egfrid. It is to be noted, that St. Cuthbert 
was firſt elected Biſhop of Hexham, but for that he liked better to live at 
Holie Iland, where he had been converſant before,” he made exchange of 
his See, with the ſaid Biſhopp FEata, and ſo ala was removed to Hexliam, 

and St. Cuthbert to Holie land, where after he had been Biſhopp 2 yeares, 

he gave over his Biſhoprick, knowing that the time of his death approach- 
ed, as Saint Bede recordeth, and returned to his Anchoretts life agane, at 
Farn Iland, where within a ſhort time he departed this life 687. It is to 
be noted, and to be retained in perpetual] memorie, that this moſt glori- 
ous Confeſſour of Chriſt St. Cuthbert, was an Apoſtolick Man, admirable 
in all kinde of yertues, plenteouſly repleniſhed with the ſpirit of holineſſe; 


of 
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of all juſt Perſons, a moſt rare myrrour and excellent Preſident of all 
Chriſtian perfection. 'The wonderfull Miracles which Almightie God 
wrought by this his glorious Saint, as well in his life, as after his arrival 
to the joyes of Heaven, the ſaid venerable Bede a holie Man, famous and 
reverend throughout all Chriſtendome, for his ſinguler Wildome, Lear- 
ning and Sanctity, hath faithfully, ſincerely, and truly reported and pub- 
liſhed to the whole world, as well in proſe as in verle; manie other moſt 
ſtrange Miracles have ſithens from time to time been recorded by grave 
and reverend Men, by reaſon Whereoſ diverle and ſundrie great Privile- 
ges, Libertics, Landes, and Poſſeſſions, by ſundry magnificent Princes, 
Noblemen, and others, were given to the ſame Biſhopps See and Church. 
'Many great Donaries fent to his holy Sepulchree, as by the Records of 
the ſame Church (whereunto I remitt the Reader) will appeare. This 
holy Saint was undoubtedly a choſen Veſlell of the Holy Ghoſt, ſtirred 
up for the better confirmation of the true Chriſtian Faith amongſt the 
People of our Engliſh Nation, whereunto within a few yeares beſore they 
had been converted by St. Auguſtine a Monke, and others purpoſely ſent 
from Rome as St. Bede recordeth. It is alſo to be noted, that the princi- 
pall occaſion of removeing the See from one place to another, and in the 
end to Durham, as in this little Treatiſe is declared, was this. viz. the {aid 
holy Father Saint Cuthbert, a little before his departure out of this life, 
amongſt other wholſome Councells, and godly Admonitions delivered to 
his Brethren, uttered theſe woords or the like in effect following, viz. 
” If you my Brethren ſhall at anie time hereafter be urged or conſtreyned unto one of 
” theſe two Extremities following, I doe much rather wiſh and choiſe, that you ſhull 
” take my Bones, and ſlye from theſe places, and take your aboad and ſlay where- 
” ſoever almighty God ſhall provide for you, than by anie means to ſubmilt yourſel- 
” ves to the yoak and ſervitude of wicked Sciſmaliques. which woords he then 
ſpoak by the ſpirit of Prophely, foreſeeing the perrells of things to come, 
as the ſequell and experience have ſince made it moſt apparent, and here- 
alter ſhall be ſett downe. Aſter St. Cuthbert deceaſed, the ſame Sec was 
governed by Wilfrid Archbiſhopp of, Yorke.

was then choſen, who continued ten yeares, In this Biſhops time the 20%. 


of 
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of March, eleaven yeares aſter the death of St. Cuthbert, the Monkes of 
Holy Land fuppoſeing that his Corpes had been diſſolved and conſumed 
to duſt, all ſaveing the Bones, they intended to take up the ſame Bones, 
and place them for reverence ſake above Ground; but when they opened 
his Sepulchre, they found the holy Corpes, with all Cloathes about the 
ſame, whole, ſound, ſweete, and flexable, like unto a Man fleeping, as St. 
Bede affirmeth, and taking up the holy body, they placed the ſame above 


ground in a new Sepulchree,

| ſucceeded, and was Biſhopp fixteene yeares. 


10. CINEWOLFE 


ſucceeded, and was Biſhopp fourteene yeares, and then waxeing feeble by 
age and long travell, he committed the charge of the Biſhopricke to one 
Higbald, ſo the See was governed by Higbald in Cinewolfe's lifetime almoſt 
five yeares, during which time, the ſaid Cinewolfe gave himſelſe to faſting 


and prayer. 
11. HIGBALD 


aforcſaid ſucceeded, and was Biſhopp twenty two yeares. 


12. EGBERT 


ſucceeded, and continued eighteene yeares. 


13. HEATHURED 


ſucceeded, and continued nine yeares. 


14. EGREEDE 


was then elected in his place, and was Biſhopp ſixteene yeares. He built 
the Towne and Church of Norham, with the Towne of Gedworth,alſo the 


Towne 
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Towne and Church of Gainford, the Villages of Iecviffe, Wycliffe, and Bil- 
lingham in Hartneſſe, all which Villages he gave to Sf, Cuthbert tor ever. 


13. FANBERT 
ſucceeded, and was Biſhoppe eight yeares,

ſucceeded anno 834, and continued Biſhop of Holic Land about one and 
twenty yeares or more, viz. until anno 873, at what time certane Dane; 
and Pagon Infidells of ſundrie other Nations invaded and deſtroyed this 
Realme of England, in diverſe places thereof, and after a certane ſpace 
Haldane King of the Dans, with a great part of the Navie and Armye of 
the Infidells arrived in 7Tinmouth Haven, intending to ſojourne there all 
the winter ſcaſon following, and in the next ſummer following he ment 
with all his power, to invade, ſpoyle, and diſtroy the County of North- 
umberland. Whereof when Eardulph the Bilhoppe had intelligence, he 
wich all his Clergy and People, after long conſultation had amongſt them- 
ſelves, what courle was belt to be taken in that extremitie, for the eſchew- 
ing of the barbarous crueltie of the ſavage mercileſſe Inſidells; and in the 
end calling to memorie the woords and moniton delivered by St. Cuthbert 
to his Brethren a little before his departure out of this life, and expreſſed 
before; they tooke the Corps of St Cuthbert, and according to his coun- 
cell fled with the ſame from Holic and, and lo from one place to another 
from the wicked Pagans, without any certane place of relt, by the ſpace 
of almoſt ſeaven yeares togither, and in the end they came to Crake in 
Yorkſkire, where they aboad about ſoure monethes, and then returned 
back to Cheſter, where they placed the holie Corps of S!. Cuthber!; wher- 
upon the Bithopps Sce was transferred thither, where it continued manic 
yeares, as {hall be delivered hereafter. The ſaid Eardu!piic was Bilhopp ar 
Chejler eightene yeares and more, and in the forte and ſixt yeare after 
his election he died,

ſucceeded. He purchaſed Lands and great Poſſeſſions, and gave to the 
Church of St. Cuthbert, as by the auncient Records of the ſame Church 
appeareth: He was Biſhoppe of Cheſter about fifteene yeares and died,

ſucceeded, and continued fourtene Yeares and thre Monethes and dicd. 
19. WIGREDE 
ſucceeded, and continued ſeaventene yeares, and died. 


20. WAREDE 


lucceeded, and continued three yeares, 


21. SN 


was then ordained Biſhopp, but he continued Biſhopp not paſling ſix 
monethes, for being a covetous Man, and degenerating from the vertuous 
life and manners of his Predeceſſours, he was by a Viſion from St. Cuthbert 
in the night, divers times admoniſhed to depart from his place, and in 
the end he was ſo terrihed, and thereupon ſmitten with a ſodaine and grie- 
vous ſickneſſe, that he was thereby enſorced to flie; neither could he by 
any meanes be cured, or have any eaſe, untill he went without the Dio- 


ceſſe towards Yorke.

ſucceeded, and continued twentie and two Yeares. 


24. ALDUN 


ſucceeded anno qgo, in the twelſt yeare of the raigne of Ethelreede King 
of 
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of England, and continued at Che/ter five yeares and more, and in the 
beginning of the ſixt yeare, being anno 9953, this Biſhopp was admoniſh- 
ed by heavenly Oracle to flye from Clhe/ler with the holie Corps of Saint 
Cuthbert, therby to elchew the danger and cruelty of certane ſavage Pirolts 
which then were about to invade the Land; This was in the 113 yeare 
after the ſame Bilhopps See was inſtituted at CH e; whereupon the Biſh— 
opp with his Clergie, old and young, fled with the holy Corpes of &.. 
Cuthbert to Ripon in York{hire, and there remaned about loure Moncthes, 
untill ſuch time as tumults and troubles were over palled, and then they 
returned towards Cheſter; but when they came right over againſt the VV1l- 
derneſs then called Dunhoime on the caſt part therof, at a pl; ice then called 
Ward!law, the Chariot wherin the holy Corpes was carried, miracoloully 
ſlood ſtill immoveable, and could not be moved either by Man or Beaſt, 
At what time the Biſhopp commaunded a general falt to be kept for three 
days, and in the meane time continuall Prayer to be made to almighty 
God, to know his divine pleaſure concerning the Corpes of his elorious 
Confeſſour St. Cuthbert. And it was rev caled by heavenly V lion io one 
Ladner, a vertuous Man, that the Corps ſhould be brought to Dunho(n, 
and there receive a place of reſt. Which being manifelted unto the Biſhop 
and all the Company, they did with great f. 1cility. much eladneſle, and 
comſorth take up the ſaid hohe Corpes and brought the lume to Dun/oln, 
placeing it there {or a certane ſeaſon in a Church covered with boughes 
of trees; where albeit they found it a place very ltrong by nature, yet ne- 
vertheleſle, it was very unfit for the habitation of people being all beſet 
and invironed with wild graſſe and thick wood; ſaveing only a ſmall 
plaine in the midſt therof, which had been uſcd in wllage. Ye notwith- 
flanding by the help of Ulhreede then Earle of North my crland, and of 
all the People betwixt Coqueede and Tee, who voluntarily of mcer Chari- 
ty and Devotion, employed their labours therin, they did quickly cut 
downe the wood, and then diſtributed by lot places for their habitation $, 
In which Plaine above mentioned, Biſhopp Aldim founded a Church of 
ſtone, wherein the Corps of St. Cuthbert was afterwards placed, untill a 
greater was founded in the ſame place by Biitkoppe William, as Hall be 
declared. Aldun having been Biſhopp about xx1x years (viz ) at Cheſler 
five years, and at Durham three and twenty and more, he dyed 
EDMoND 
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25. EDMOND, 


A vertuous Monke of the ſame Church of Durham, was miraculovſly 
eictied, by a Voyce hard from the 'Lomb of St.Cuthbert in time of divine 
ſervyce, three ſundry times, nameing the ſaid Edmond Biſhoppe, as the 
auncient and approoved Records of the ſame Church doe weſtifye. He was 
had in great Reverence and Eſtimation of Canutus then King of England 
with whom he was much converſant. And after he had been Biſhopp 
thre and twenty Yeares he dyed at Cloceſter, where he was attending upon 
the ſaid King Anno 1041. His Body was brought from thence to Dur- 
ham, and there honourablie buried. In this Biſhopps time Dunkane King 
of the Scotts beſeiged Durham, but he was valiently repelled and put to 
flight, a great part of his Horſemen being ſlaine; and afterwards he him- 
ſelſe was ſlaine in Scotland by his one Men.

ſucceeded, who had bene choſen under Edmond, in Government of the 
See, and haveing after Bilhopp Edmonds deceale goiicn into his hands 
great ſtore of the Churches Treaſure, he did Simonaically bi, the Biſhop- 
ricke of King Hardicanute. But yet notwithſtanding Gods juſt Revenge 
did not permitt him to execute the Function of a Biſhop for the firſt time 
that he preſumed to enter into the Church, he was ſmitten with a ſodaine 
Infumity; whereof he lay bed-rid and, after he had uſurped the place of 
a Biſhopp ten Monthes,he died. 


27. EGELRIKE 


fucceeded anno 1042. This Biſhoppe upon Devotion and Reverence, for 
that the ſacred Corps of St. Cuthbert had reſted for certane Yeares in the 
Church of Cheſter, being then made all of Wood, cauſed the ſame to be 
pulled downe, and founded a new Stone Church inſtead therof. But when 
the Workmen digged ihe Grounde to lay the Foundation, they found 
verie much Treaſure hid there, which the Biſhoppe tooke up and ſent it 
away to the Monaſterie where he had been Monke before his Election, 
and within a while aſter gave over his Biſhoprick unto Egelwine. 


ECELWWINE 
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28. EGELWINE 


aforeſaid (who before had been his Suffragane) ſucceeded, and the ſaid 
Egelricke followed after the ſaid Treaſure to the Monaſtery, and therwitl- 
all he builded Churches, made Bridges, and amended common Paſſages 
in moiſt and fenny Places, where moſt neede was, aſter he had beene 
Biſhopp of Durham fifteen Veares. But afterward, being accuſed to Ai: 
William the Conquerour, for taking away the ſame Treaſure, from the laid 
Church, he was called to his Accompt at London, where being committed to 
Priſon he dycd. In the time of the ſaid Egetwine, Ning William the Con- 
querour in the third Yeare of his Raigne, for the better order and gover- 
ment of certane his rebellious Subjects in the Country of Northuniberland, 
created and made one Robert Comynne Earle of the ſame County, who 
comeing to Durham guarded with ſeaven hundred Men, ſpoyleing the 
Country, and cruelly killing ſome of the Inhabitants cherof, he with all 
his Men, ſaveing one, (who hardly efcaped fore wounded) were in one 
night murthered by the People of the Country in the Citty of Durhan. 
Wherot when the King had notice, intending to reveng the ſame mur- 
der, he came downe to York with a great Armie, ſpoiling the Country. 
Wherupon the Biſhopp with the Cleargie and People for declaining of 
the Kings fury, after mature deliberation had, reverently tooke up the 
Corps and Cohn of St. Cuthbert in the 75 li. yeare after the ſame was pla- 
ced at Durham, and fled therwith to Holie Hand, and there remayned, 
untill ſuch time as the danger was overpaſſed. In which flight, being « 
litle before Chriſtmas, in great froſt and ſnow, they reſted the firſt night 
at Jarrow, the ſecond at Bedlington, the third at Tughil/, and the fourth 
day about evening, they came toward Holie Land; but the Sea being then 
at the ſull, conſtreyned them to ſtay, and expect the law Water, when they 
might paſſe in the drie ground. But the night approaching, and extreeme 
cold driveing them to great dillrefle, and imminent danger, where the peo- 
ple lamenting and erneſtly praying to God for ſuccour in that diſtreſſe, 
ſodainely the Sea opened itſelf, and miraculouſly gave place of pailige on 
drie land to the holy Corps and Company. And when they were paſſed 
through the land, the Sea clofed itfelf agane, in the accuſtomed cour le: 
By reaſon of which rare Miracle, the four ſecular Men, who then carryed 
the ſame hole bodie. preſently renounced the World, and became all 

Monkes 
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Monkes in the Church of Durham, where they lived vertuouſly untill 
their deathes. And aſterward, the ſame holie Corps was brought agane 
to Durham, and there placed. The ſaid Egelwine when he had bene Bi- 
hopp filteene yeares, takeing away a great part of the Treaſure of the 
Church, tooke ſhiping, and ment to have failed and fled into Collaine, but 
he was by diſtreſſe of weather driven into Scotland, and there apprehen- 
ded by the King's Officers, and by the Kings eſpecial commaundment com- 
mitted to priſon, where by anguiſhe of hart and famine, he milerablic 
ended his liſe. After whoſe death the See was voyd one yeare. 


20. WALCHER, 


a vertuous Man, diſcended of noble Parentage, was elected Biſhop, and 
conſecrated at Wincheſter anno 1072, and continued about nine yeares, 
but in the ſame ninth yeare, goeing to Gatiſhead to meete and conflerre 
with certane Gentlemen and common People of Northumberland, for the 
appeaſeing of ſome Controverly growing betwixt the ſaid People and his 
Servants, about certane injuries by them done to ſome of the ſame People: 
in correcting wherof, the Biſhopp had been ſome what {lack and negli- 
gent, bearing too much with his Servants. The ſaid Biſhopp with ſundrie 
of his Cleargie and all his Servants there attending, were by the ſaid Peo- 
ple moſt cruelly murdered at Gateſhead. From whence, the Biſhopps Corps 
was carryed by Boate to Farrow, by the Monkes of the ſame place, and 
from thence brought to Durham, and there buryed with much lamenta- 
tion and little ſolemnity. For revenging of which deteſtable and ſacreli— 
gious Murder, the Biſhopp of Bathe, Brother to King William the Con- 
querour, was by the ſaid King ſent downe with an Armyc, and comeing 
to Durham, he put many to death, and pittifully ſpoyled the Country, al- 
molt laying the ſame deſolate. And in the end leaving the Garriſon of 
Soldiers in the Caſtle he departed. In this Biſhopps time, the ſaid King 
William returning back from Scotland with a great Armie, came to Dur- 
ham, and pretending a doubt, whether the holie Corps of Sf. Cuthbert reſt- 
ed there or not, albeit he was ſufficiently enformed concerning the pre- 
ſence and incorruption of the ſame, by the auncient grave and credible 
Men of the Country, yet nevertheleſs, he would not believe the ſame, but 
intended to open the holy Sepulchree and view the ſame Corps, threat- 


ning 
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ning, chat iſ che ſame bleſſed body was not ſound there in ſuch manner, 
as he was enſormed, then he would put to death all ſuch perſons, as had 
affirmed the ſame to be there, as aforeſaid. But the King in time of Ser- 
vice in the afternoone, having appoinicd, and made readye certane Ab- 
bots, Priours, and other Religious Perſons to go to the Sepulchree, the 
King ſtanding by, was ſodenly before all the Aſſembly, ſtroken with an 
extreeme heate, furie, and ſickneſſe, that he was not able to endure the lame; 
but was thereby enforced preſently to depart ſorth of the Church, and in 
all haſt poſſible to take his Horſe: And leaving a great Dinner, and colt- 
ly Banquet prepared for him, he poaſted away from Durham, and could 
never reſt or ſtay his courſe, but ſtill ſpurred and urged forward his Pal- 
frey, untill he came to the River of Teiſc: Some report that the {wid King 
tooke his way in that extrecme halle downe the Lane, now and ever ſince 
by that occaſion called King/gate, in the Norlh-Bailey in Durham. Aſter 
the death of this Walker, the Sce was void ſixe Monethes and ten Dayes. 


30. WILLIAM of KAROLF 


was then ordained Biſhopp. He was for a time verie familiar with the 
King William Rufus, inſomuch as the King gave unto him Alverton with 
th appurtenances, But aiterwards the King conceiving ſome diſplealurc 
againſt him, upon falſe rumour of his private enimyes, baniſhed him the 
Realme, and ſeized the Biſhopricke into his one hands, ſo as the Biſhop 
fled into Normandy, wher by the {pace of three yeares he was honoural-ly 
entertayned by the Duke of Norinandy: During which time, the See Wes 
governed by the Prior of Durham, by the King's eſpeciall appoyntment. 
In which time the Monkes of Durham builded their dineing Hall. But in 
the third yeare of the Biſhopps baniſhment, the King had certane of his 
Soldiers beſieged in a Caſtle in Normandy, who being even at the very 
poynt to be ſurprized and taken of the Enimy, were nevertheleſle deliver- 
ed ſafe by means of the Biſhoppe, at whoſe ſuite and intreaty, the ſeige 
was raiſed, and the King's Soldiers diſmiſſed. By reaſon of which faith- 
full ſervyce the King's wrath was pacifyed, the Biſhoppe receyved to la— 
vour, and-reſtored to his place with all Priveleges therof, At what time 
returning to England, he brought home manie Bookes and Church Or- 
naments, which he freely gave to the Church of Durham. And in the 


fecond 
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ſecond yeare after his returne anno 1093, he pulled downe the Church 
builded by Biſhoppe Aldun, and in place thereof founded a faire new 
Church; the firſt Stones whereof were laid in the foundation with prayer 
and benediction, by the vertuous Prince Malcolme then King at Scotts, 
with the ſaid Biſhopp William and Turgote Priour of Durham, afterward 
Biſhopp of St. Andreaves in Scotland, the third Ides of Auguſt logg. But 
in the third yeare after the ſoundation of the Church, the ſaid Biſhopp 
William having bene Biſhopp about fifteene yeares died at Gloceſter, from 
whence his body was brought to Durham, and there ſolemnely buried with 
much lamentation of the Clergi: and People. This Church aforeſaide was 
finiſhed in twelve yeares. 


er After his death, the See was vacant near four yeares. 


31. RANULPH 


called the King's Chaplaine ſucceeded, and was conſecrated anno 1099. 
He was in great credite with King William Rufus, but in the time of Henry 
the firſt, the ſaid Biſhopp was for a certane time baniſhed the Realme, 
and fo fled into Normandy. In the time of his baniſhment, the King ſold 
away Tyndale and Carlicle from the Church. This Biſhopp _ built all the 
Towne Wall of Durham, from the Church-end to the Caſtle. He cauled 
to be pulled downe and deſtroyed many Dwellinghouſes, then built upon 
the Plaine betwixt the Church and the Caſtle of Durkam, and reduced the 
{ame into a faite Plaine, now commonly called the Pallace or Place Greene. 
He fortified the Moat and Banks of the River of Wier. He built a faire 
Stone-bridge over the River Wiere called Framwel-gate Bridge, He built 
alſo the Caſtle of Norham upon a high Rock, nigh the River Trocede, the 
better to withſtand the irruption of the Scotts, then makeing often Incur- 
ſions and Roads into this Land. After he had bene Biſhoppe twenty nine 
yeares, he dyed. In this Biſhopp's time, anno 1104, being the fifth yeare 
of King Henry the firſt, after the deccale of holy St. Cuthbert 418 yeares, 
upon occalion of the incredulity of certaine Prelates, doubting that the 
Corpes of St. Cuthbert could not by lo many yeares continue uncorrupted, 
others affirming and avouching the Incorruption thereof: At what time al- 
foe the new Church ſounded by Biſhoppe William being almoſt finiſhed, 
and the faid holic Corpes was (o be transferred into the ſame, the holic 

Sepulcroe 
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Sepulcree, was by certane ſelected and reverend Monkes of Durham, 
about ten in number, opened, and the holie Body, with all things about 
the ſame, found whole, found, uncorrupted and flexable; all parts there- 
of with natural weight, and full ſubſtance of fleſh and bloode and bones; 
from whence proceeded a-moſt heaventy fragrant ſmell, Which bleſſed 
body was brought forth, and diligently ſearched and tryed to be uncor- 
rupted and whole, as aforeſaid, in the preſence and view of certaine Noble 
Men and others, both of the Clergye and Laity, to the number of forty 
Perſons and above, ſuch as were thought moſt worthy and fit to be eyc 
witneſſes of ſo rare and reverend a ſpectacle. The ſame holy Corpes was 
alſo immediately after the ſearching therof, with ſundry other holy Reliques, 
' found therwith, brought forth in Proceſſion with great ſolemnity, before 
all the aſſembly of People, and carried round about the ſaid new Church, 
and there reverently placed within the ſame, in a goodly Sepulcree, prepar- 
ed for that purpoſe. This was done upon the fourth of September 1 104. 
The ſolemne Feaſt of this 'Tranſlation is yearely celebrated upon the ſame 
day. After the deceaſe of Ranulph, the See was voyd hve yeares. 


g2. GALFRIDE 
was then elected, being Chancelour to King Henry the firſt, He was con- 
ſecrated by Thurſtane then Archbiſhope of Yorke. He continued Biſhop eight 
yeares and dyed. After whoſe death one William Comyn Scottiſhe Clerk, 
brought up from his youth under Biſhopp Galfride uſurped the See, with- 
out anie lawfull election or authority, by the ſpace of about three yeares, 
breeding much miſchiefe and diſſention in the Country. This Comyn had 
induced by his ſubtiltie, and drawn into his faction, all the Gentlemen of 
the Country, ſaving one Roger Conyers, who valiantly withſtood him un- 


to the end, yea, and fortifyed; and {toutly defended his houſe at Bi/hipton 
againſt the ſaid Comyn and his Confiderates. 


33. WILLIAM de St. Barbara, 


Deane of Yorke ſucceeded at the end of three yeares, being elected Biſhop | 
and conſecrated by the Pope's Legate then being in England: But he 

ſuſtayned many great troubles by meanes of the ſaid Comp, before he 
could quietly enjoy his place. Yet Comyn in the end/{albeit he was mightily 
7 ; ſupported 
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ſupported by the King of Scotts, was enforced to ſubmit himſelf to the 
Biſhopp, and had Penance enjoyned for his heynous offence. The ſaid 
William was Biſhop nyne yeares, and dyed anno 1152, 


34. HUGH PUDSEY. 


diſcended of noble Progenie, Treaſurer of Y, orke, being about twenty five 
yeares of age ſucceeded, being elected anno 1153. This Biſhop founded 
the Gallolie at the weſt end of the Church of Durham, the Marble Pillars 
wherof were brought by ſhippe ready wrought to Newcaſlle, and from 
thence by carriage to Durham. He builded Darlington Church. He built 
alſo the Hoſpitall of Skeerburne near Durham called Sheerburne- houſe, and 
gathering togither the leaprous and other poore diſeaſed People within 
the Dioceſſe, he placed them there, and buildid Chambers and other Hou- 
ſes fitt for their Habitations. For the maintenance of which Hoſpitall, he 
gave Lands and Poſſeſſions. He built the Bridge of Elvel, with the Brough 
of Eluet, which Brough with all Liberties thereof, he freely gave to the 
Monkes of Durham, by reaſon that the fame of right apperteyned to chem 
before. He builded and repaired the Towne Wall of Durham, from the 
North-gate to the South-gate thereof, He repaired manie Edifices in the 
Caſtte of Durham, which in his time had been conſumed by fodaine fire. 
Moreover, he fortyſied the Caſtle of Norham with a verie ſtrong Tower, 

He fortified likewife the Towne of Alverton. He bought and purchaſed 
of the King by Charter the Earldomes of Northumberland and Sadberg for 
the ſumme of eleaven thouſand Pounds, that is to ſay, to hold the ſame 
Earldome of Northumberland dureing his hfe, but Sadberg for him and his 
Succeſſours for ever. He was Biſhopp about fortie and one yeares and 
cleaven Monethes. He died at Holden anno 11 94- rom thence his Bodic 


vas conveyed to Durham, and there buryed. 


35. PAILLIP of. Poitiers, 


a familiar Friend of King Richard the firſt, was at the motion of the ſaid 
King elected, and after conſecrated at Rome by Pope Celeſtine 1197. This 
Biſhopp greatly diſturbed the Monkes of Durham, concerning their aun- 
cient Priviledges, by occaſion whereof, after his death, which hapned the 


cleayenth yeare of his Biſhoprick, his Body was contemptuouſly buryed 
in 
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in prophane ground, without the Precinct of the Church, by the hands 
of Laie People onely. After his diceaſe, the See was vacant five yeares, 
ten Monethes, and twenty foure dayes. 


36. RICHARD de Mariſco, 


Chancellour to King om ſucceeded, to whom the Pope's Legate (being 
then in England) gave and conferred that Biſhoppricke, He was conſe- 
crated by Walter Gray Archbiſhoppe of Yorke 1214. This Biſhoppe at his 
firſt entrance, being greatly ſupported by the King, did ſundry wayes 
moleſt the Monkes of Durham, concerning their Rights and Priviledges, 
and tooke away dyvers things from them; but in the fecond yeare, he 
confirmed unto the Prior and Covent, their auncient Liberties, according 
to the Charter of Biſhop William. He appropriated unto them the Church 
of Dalton, and confirmed the Appropriation of the Church of Akecliffe 
and Pittington. He was Biſhoppe ealeaven yeares, and died 'at Peterbor- 
ough, from whence his Body was brought to Durham and buryed. 


37. RICHARD 


furnamed the Poore ſucceeeed, who died the ninth yeare after his Conſe- 
cration. He was made Bilhoppe 1226. Aſter his death, the See was void 
almoſt foure yeares. 


38. NICHOLAS de Farneham 


ſucceeded, and was Biſhopp eight yeares, 


39. WALTER de Kirkham, 


Deane of Yorke ſucceeded, December 1 248. He was Biſhopp ten yeares 
and a halfe, and died at London 1260. 


40. ROBERT STICHILL 


ſucceeded, then Prior of Finklie 1260. He founded the Hoſpitall of 
Gretam, He was Biſhopp fourteene yeares, and died at a certaine Caſtle 

called Arbipellis, His Body was buryed at a Monaſtery of St. Benetts 
order, but his Heart was brought to Durham, and there buryed in the 
Chapter-houſe. Rokr r 
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41. ROBERT of the Ile (de Infula) 


ſucceeded. He was Biſhopp nyne yeares, and then died at Middleham 
1283. He was buryed at Du am in the > + under a faire 
ſtone curiouſly — and adorned with Images. 


42. ANTHONY BEEKE. 


Archdeacon of Durham, was then elected and conſecrated at Yorke. Kiog 
Edward himſelf, with a great number of his Nobility being preſent at the 
Conſecration. This Biſhop, was a Man of a ſtout and haughty Corage, 
inſomuch, as noe Subject then in England was comparable unto him, fer 
his Manly beheyvour, power, and furniture of Men and Munition for 
the Warres; for at one time, he had preſent at the King's Warrs in Scot- 
land, of his own Family, twenty ancient bearers. He commonly reteyned 
of his owne Livery 140 Men, and above, ſo that he was in that reſpect, 
more like a Secular Prince, then a Prelate. Upon a certane time, being in 
London in a great dearth of Victuals, he gave for fortie freſh Herring, 
ſorty Shillings. A Cloath of great pryce was once offered to be ſold, and 
one chanced to ſay, that he thought, the Biſhopp of Durham durſt not 
buy ſuch a piece of Cloath; of which woords, when the Biſhopp heard, 
he preſently bought the ſaid Cloath, and cauſed it to be cut in peeces, and 
made houſing Cloathes for his Horſes of it. But in the end, the King 
conceyving fome diſpleaſure againſt him, for ſundrie cauſes, but chieflye 
for that the Biſhopp would not obſerve a certane Concord, made betwixt 
him and the Prior of Durkam, by mediation of the King; the King ſeized 
upon the Biſhopricke, with all Liberties and Privileges therof, and held 
the ſame in his owne handes. He tooke at the ſame time from the ſame 
Biſhopp, Barnard's Caſtle, and gave the ſame to the Earle of Warwicke. 
He tooke alſo from him Hart and Hartneſſe, and gave the ſame to Robert 
Clifford, with certaine other things, which the Biſhop then had and held 
Jure Regali, by forfeiture of Warr, of Robert Bruiſe and others. But in 
the King's Charter and Grant therof to the ſaid Clifford, this eſpeciall 
Clauſe was conteyned, (viz.) the Rights of the Church of Durham alwaies 
/aved. This Graunt of the King was confirmed by the Chapter of Durham. 
The King tooke allo from the Biſhopp Werke in Tindale, and Perith, with 


£ ne 
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the Church of Symundburne. Beſore this time, the Biſhopps of Durham had 
wonderſull great Privileges with the ſame Biſhopricke, inſomuch, as the 
King going towards Scotland, and one of the King's ſervants falling of, 
by misfortune from the King's owne Palfray, and therupon dyeing, the 
ſame Biſhop ſeazed upon, and had the ſame Palfray, as a Deodant, for- 
feeyted unto him. Neither before that time did the King or any of his 
Officers intermeddle with any thing in the ſame Biſhopricke. "This Biſh- 
opp did ſumptuoully build the Mannor of Auckland, with the Chappell 
and Chambers thereof, and builded alſo the Caſtle of Somerton nigh Lyn- 
colne, with the Mannour of Eltham nigh London; and afterwards he gave 
the ſame Caſtle to the King, and E!/ham to the Queene. He held in poſl- 
 efſion the Ie of Man of the King's Grant dureing his life. He was Patri- 
arch of Jeruſalem five yeares before his death. He died at the Mannour 
of Eltham aforeſaid, the third of March 1313, after he had beene Biſh- 
opp of Durham about twenty eight yeares. His Bodie was brought from 
thence to Durham, and there honourably buryed in the North part ol 
the Church, contrary to the mannour and cuſtome of his Predeceſſours, he 
being the firſt Biſhopp that ever was buryed in the Abbey Church: For 
none of his Predeceſſours preſumed to be buryed within the ſame Church, 
for reverence of the holy and uncorrupted bodie of bleſſed St. Cuthbert, 
reſting there. Andalbeit this Biſhopp defrayed great charges, and builded 
much as is aforeſaid, reteyned many Servants, and keept a ſumptuous 
houſe; yet nevertheleſſe he dyed very rich, and gave greater Gilts to the 
Church of Durham, then any of his Predeceſſours had done. 


43. RICHARD KELLOW 


was then elected the twentieth of March 1313. In this Biſhopps time, he 
being abſent and at the Parliament, the Citty of Durham, with a great 
part of the Biſhopricke was brunt, waiſted, and ſpoyled by the Scotts, 
inſomuch as the Inhabitants of the Country were enforced to take Truce 
with the Scottes for a certane time, for which they payed to the Scots 
one thouſand Markes. This Biſhopp builded Middleham, with a goodly 
fair Chamber at Stofon, and alſo the Mannour of Welkall, ſixteene miles 
diſtant from Yorke. He died at Middleham, after he had beene Biſhopp five 


yeares and a half, He was buryed at Durham in the Chapter-houſe. 
LEWES 
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then Treaſurer of Salſbury ſucceeded, being diſcended of noble Progenye, 
and of the Blood Royall of the King's of France and Cic ly, and Coſen 
Germane to the then Queene of England. This Biſhopp intended to have 
been conſecrated and inſtalled at Durham upon St. Cuthberts day, in Sep- 
tember 1317, by two Cardinalls of Rome, which were ſent into England, 
and at that time were coming from be-{outh toward Scotland, for con- 
cluding a Peace betweene the King of England and Scotland, But the 
{aid two Cardinalls, being accompanyed with the {aid Biſhopp Lewes, and 
his Brother; comeing to a place called Reſhie-fourd, betwixt the Villages 
of Ferry and Wodham in the County of Durham, the ſaid Cardinalls were 
lorceablie taken, robbed, and ſpoyled of all their Goods, ſaving onely 
their Horſes left them to ride upon, by one Gilbert Middleton Keeper of 
of Midforth Caſtle, aſſiſted with a number of armed Men. The ſaid Biſhopp 
with his Brother were taken Priſoners, and carried to Midforth Caſtle: 
For which heynous offence, the ſaid Gilbert was afterwards apprehended 
in the Caſtle aforeſaid, from thence carryed to London, and there hanged, 
drawne, and quartered, his four quarters were ſent to four notable places 
in England, there to be hanged up for examples ſake. This Biſhopp was 
afterwards conſecrated on our Ladies day in Lent 1318. He valiently 
mainteyned and defended the cauſe and right of his Church of Durham, 
againſt the Archbiſhopp of Yorke, for the Liberties of Allertonſhire; and allo 
againſt the Earle of Warwicke for Barnardcaſlle; alſo againſt the Lord Clifford 
for Hartneſſe: At what time it was openly declaired and pronounced in 
the King's Parliament, at the ſuite of the ſaid Biſhopp; hat the Biſhopp 
of Durham, ought as well within the Libertyes of the ſame Biſhoepricke, 
to have the forſeitures of Marre, as the King himſelf ought to have the 
fame elfwhere in England, without the ſame Liberties, He maintey- 
ned allo a ſuite againſt one Darcy for the Church of Symonburne, but be- 
fore any of the ſame ſuites were determined, he dyed. He builded the 
Hall and Kitchin of Midleham, and there founded a faire Chappell, but 
before the Walls thereof were finiſhed, he dyed at Brantingham, within 
the Dioceſle of Yorke 1333, from whence his bodie was brought to Durham, 
and there ſolemnly buryed in the Cathedral Church, before the high 


Aulter 
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Aulter, under a goodly fair Marble ſtone, ſumptuouſly and curiouſly be- 
ſett with braſſe, engraven with Images, which he in his life time cauſed to 


be prepared for that purpoſe. He was Biſhopp of Durham ſixteene yeares 
and eight monethes. 


418 SEICAHARD of BURTE, 


born at Edmondſbury; at the inſtance of the King was elected 1333, but be- 
fore he was Bilhopp, he was firlt Tutor to King Edward the third, and 
afterwards made Clerke of the Privye Scale, dureing hve yeares; in which 
time, he travelled two ſundry times to Rome to Pope John, and at the firſt 
time, he was ordained principall Chaplaine of the Pope's Chappell, and 
receyved of the Pope a Rochett inſtead of a Bull, to have the next Bilho- 
pricke that {hall become void in Fngland; at which time, he was alfo 
promoted to Benehices Eccleſiaſticall, by meanes whereof, he might di- 
pend five thouland Markes by yeare; and at all times, when he came 
within the preſence of the Pope or Cardinalls, he was attended by twen- 
ty Clerks, all attired in Garments of one ſuite, and alſo with thirty eight 
ſerving Men in another Livery. He was conſecrated by the Archbilhopp 
of Canterbury, afterwards he was made Treaſurer of England, and was 
inſtalled by William Cowton Priour of Durham; at which Inſtallation, che 
Biſhopp made a ſumptuous Banquett, wherat were preſent the King and 
Queene of England, the King of England's Mother, the King of Scotland, 
two Archbiſhopps, five Biſhopps, ſeaven Earles, and their Wives, and all 
the Nobility, be-ſouth Trent, many Knights and Eſquires, but many moc 
Abbotts, Priours, and other Religious Perſons, with a notable multitude 
of the Common People: And in the ſame yeare he was made Lord Chan- 
celor of England, and within the ſpace of nyne yeares following, he was 
ſent Embaſſadour from the King of England to the King of France hive 
ſundry times, vizt. thrice to Paris, to make claime and challenge in the 
King's behalfe, to the Realme of France, and afterward to Brabant, and 
another time to Antwerpe about the ſame Affaires. This Biſhopp diſtributed 
in Almes to the Pooreevery weeke over and beſides the ordinary Dole of 
Fragments given at the Gates, eighteen Quarters of Corne ready baken 
in Bread; and if any of the ſame poore People remained unſerved, after 


the 
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the ſaid diſtribution of bread was given, they had every one a halfpeny 
in mony; moreover, he gave great Almes beſide in mony, for common- 
ly, if he travelled betwixt Durham and NewcaſUe, he diſtributed amongſt 
the Poore eight pounds; betwixt Durham and Stockton five Pound fix 
Shillings and eightpence; betwixt Durham and Auckland three Pounds ſix 
Shillings and eightpence; betwixt Durham and Midleham five Pounds. It 
was commonly reported, that he had more Bookes then all the Biſhopps 
in England beſides him; he reteyned commonly in his family about him, 
eight of the moſt profound, reverend, and learned Doctours of Divinity 
that could be found in England, with whom he delighted much to reaſon, 
diſpute, and conferre. He died at Auckland the fourteenth of Aprill 1345, 
from whence his body was brought to Durham, and their honourab] 

interred before St. Mary Magdalen's Aulter, on the ſouth part of the Cathe- 


drall Church. 


46. THOMAS HATFIELD 


ſucceeded, and was elected the eight of May 1343. He was Keeper of the 
King's Privye Scale. This Biſhoppe builded the faire ſtone worke, be- 
twixt two Pillars in the Church of Durham, in the South part of the 
Reveſtrye- doore, in che midſt wherof, he made a Seat or Stall for the 
Biſhopp, with ſtepps or ſtaires from the Pavement of the Church to the 
lame, under which Stall or Seate, he made a faire goodly Tombe for his 
owne buryall; he defrayed great charges in repaireing of the ruinous 
Edifices in the Caſtle of Durham; he repaired the Biſhops-hall, and Con- 
ſtables-hall, and reared manie other new Buildings there; he built a ſtrong 
Tower in the Caſtle of Durham, for better fortification cherof, and alſo 
of the Towne: He built the Biſhopps Mannour or Hoſpitall in London 
very ſumptuoully. He founded allo Durham Colledge in Oxforde, for eight 
Monkes Students in Divinity, there to be maintained, and likewiſe eight 
Children there to be brought up in good literature, allowing to every of 
the ſame eight Monkes for their mainetenance, ten pounds by yeare, and 
to every of the ſame eight Children, three pounds {ix ſhillings and eight- 
pence by yeare; for performing whereof, and allo for makeing fitt 
convenient Buildings for their habitations there, he cauſed to be payd to 
one John Berrington, a diſcreet Monke of the Church of Durhan,the 

| | ſumme 
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ſumme of five hundred markes, towards the purchaſeing of Lands and 
Poſleſhons, to be appropriated to the ſame Colledge; this worthy act was 
approoved, ratified, and confirmed, by the Priour and Covent of Dur- 
ham; and albeit, this Biſhoppe diſburſed huge ſumms of Mony, made 
coſtly Buildings, uſed great liberality in Almes towards the Poore, in 
Hoſpitality and Houſekeeping, yet nevertheleſſe, he dyed verie rich, and 
gave exceeding great guifis to the Church of Durham, more then any of 
his Predeceſſours had done. He dyed at his Mannour of Alfond nigh 
London 1 381, from whence his body was brought to Durham, and buryed 
in the Tombe above named with much ſolemnity. In this Biſhopps time 
. 1346, hapned the famous Battaile of Durham, at which time, David Bruije 
chen King of Scolls, invaded this Realme of England with a huge and 
mighty Armye, and proceeded forward without any great reſiſtance, un- 
till he came over againſt the Citty of Durham, in the Welt part therof, 
verie nere to the ſame Citty, where he with his hoaſt were moſt valiently 
encountered and diſcomfited, by the Inhabitants of the Country and their 
Aſſiſtants, the King himſelf with ſundry of his Nobles and others were 
taken Priſoners, many of his Subjects of all ſorts {lane in the field, Robert 
Bruiſe the Kings Brother, (who was afterwards King of the Scotts) with 
his Company conſtreyned of fine force to leave the field and fly. Att the 
Battaile were preſent two Noblemen and worthy Cheſtanes, Raphe Nevel! 
Earle of Weſtmerland, with John Neoell his Sonne and Heire, who in this 
dangerous conflict, ſhowed themſelves moſt loyall and faithfull Subjects 
to their Soveraigne, and Men of great Magnanimity and Martiale Valour, 
inſomuch, as the memorable Victory atchived by the Engliſhmen, was 
chieflye under God aſcribed to the ſaid two Neovells, by occaſion wherof, 
the goodly faire ſtone Croſſe was afterwards erected in the Welt parts of 
the Cittie aforeſaid, as a Trophe and moſt notable Monument of the ſame 
Victory, and which of late time, by ſome malitious perſons was throwne 
downe in the night ſeaſon, hath ever ſince, and yet is called the Nevel!; 
Croſſe. The ſaid Ralphe Meucll was the firſt Secular or Layman that was 
buryed in the Cathedrall Church of Durham, he was permitted by the 
Priour and Covent at his inſtant Petition, to have place of ſepulture, with 
Allice his Wife, betwixt two Pillars in the South part of the ſame Church, 
in regard wherqaf, he gave large gifts to the ſaid Church, and ſoe did the 


ſaid 
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ſaid Allice his Wife. He dyed anno 1367, his Wife dyed 1374. The 
ſaid John Nevell his Sonne, with Maud his Wiſe, were afterward buryed 
in the ſame Church nere to the ſaid Rauphe, which John Nevell died anno 
139 1. The two Tombes wherin the two Noblemen and their Wives lie 
interred, are yet extant and to be ſeen in the Church aforeſaid, albeit of 
late yeares, the ſame have been much defaced by malevolent Perſons. 
This John Nevell of meere devotion in his life, cauſed a ſumptuous ſepul- 
ture of Marble and Alblaſter to be made at London for the holy Corps of 
St. Cuthbert, which ſtoode him to 200. in Charges, he gave alſo 400.{ 
and the Priour and Covent 123. 6. 8 for makeing the goodly new free- 
{tone worke above, and on either part of the high Aulter in the Church 
of Durham, which was brought by ſhippe from London ready wrought, 
and cauſed to be fet up in the Church by Robert Berrington then Prior 
of Durham, by ſeaven expert Maſons, who were almoſt one whole yeare 
in ſetting up the ſame, unto whom the ſaid Prior found meate and drinke 
Kc untill the worke was finiſhed Anno 1380. 


47- JOHN FORDHAM, 


one of the Canons of Yorke Secretarie to the King, was elected and 
conſecrated at Lambeth nigh London 1382; he was Treaſurer unto King 
Richard the ſecond, and after he had bene Biſhoppe about eight yeares, 
he was tranſlated to the See of Elie 1389. 


48. WALTER SKIRLAW 


fuccceded, and vas tranſlated from the See of Baith to Durham the 
third of Aprill 1389, He was Biſhopp of Durham about eighteen 
yeares, and dyed 1406. This Biſhoppe builded a faire ſtone Bridge 
at Shinklyffe nere Durham, he builded alſo Yarme-bridge, for maintenance 
wherof, he purchaſed Lands, and gave to that uſe. He builded Auckland- 
bridge, and alſo he built the great ſtone Gates at Auckland, from the 
very foundation to the topp, of his owne proper charges: He builded 
alſo the great high Steeple of Houlden, for the better refuge and ſafety 
of the Inhabitants of the Towne, from the Inundation and overflowing 
of water, when it ſhould happen: He beſtowed great charges in repairing 
Houlden Church and Mannor thereof, and built a faire Chapter-houſe 


adjoyning 
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adjoyning to the ſame Church: He built a great part of che Steple and 
Lantherne of Yorke Minſter, in the midſt whereof, his Armes are placed: 
He founded a Chantry in the South end, in the Croſs Ile in Yorke Minſter: 
He built a great part of the Cloylters at Durham, expending therin ſix 
hundred Poundes: He gave more in Monie towards the building of the 
ſame Cloyſter 200. and afterwards, his Executors, by his eſpeciall com- 
maundment, gave to the ſame worke 400. He gave towards the build- 
ing of the Dortor 220J. in all which Building, he cauſed his Armes to 
be ſet, vizt. three Rodds or Spells croſwiſe, traverſed in manner of a Sive 
or Riddle: He lieth buried in the Northſide of the Quier in the Church 
of Durham, betwixt two Pillars, under a faire Marble ſtone, curiouſly be- 
ſett with braſs and Images, and therin his owne Image ingraven in the 
midſt therof: The place of his Sepulcre, was in the auncient times invi- 
roned with Irons, artificially wrought, but the ſame of late time, were ta- 
ken away, and a Stall or Pew for Women placed there. 


49. THOMAS LANGLEY 


ſucceeded, and was conſecrated by the Archbiſhopp of Canterbury 1406, 
the 17th, of May; he was Biſhoppe of Durham thirty one yeares: 
He founded the Marble Chantry in the Galloly, at the Weſt end of Dur- 
ham Church, upon the toppe of the doore whereof his Armes are ſett: 
He beſtowed great charges in repairing of the ſame Galloly to the valerv 
of 499 Pounds and more: He founded the Grammer and Song Schooles 
upon the Place Greene of Durham: He gave towards the buildings of the 
Cloyſters 238 Pounds: He founded all the Gaoll and Gaoll-gatcs at 
Durham very ſumptuouſly, where before time was nothing but an old 
ruinous decayed Gate: He builded the Weſt-gates of Houlden, with cer- 
taine faire Chambers adjoyning to the ſame, whereon his Armes are ſett: 
He was Biſhopp of Durham in the time of three ſeverall Princes of this 
Realme, vizt. Henry the fourth, Henry the fift, and Henry the ſixt, of whom 
he was greatly honoured, and for his ſinguler wiſdome advanced to great 
authority in the Common-wealth., He recovered in the King's Court, in 
the right of his Church, againſt the Major and Commonalty of the Towne 
of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, the third part of Tine-br dge, toward the South- 
end, with the Tower built therupon by the lame Major and Commonalty, 
and 
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and all right and priviledges therunto belonging, whereof ſeyſenne and 
poſſeſſion was taken for the ſaid Biſhopps uſe, by vertue of a War- 
rant of Atturnie from the Biſhoppe, by Sir Raphe Eurie Knight, and 
other two joyned with him, aſſiſted by many Knights, Eſquires, and 
others, ſome of whoſe names are ſubſcribed, vizt. Knights of the Biſhop- 
ricke, John Lumley, Raphe Eurie, Robert Hilton, William Fulthroppe, William 
Tempeſt, Thomas Suerties, Robert Conyers, William Claxton, then Sheriffe of 
the County, Fohkn Cowycke, William Lumley, Thomas Lambert, William Eurie. 
Knights of the County of Northumberland, Robert Ogle, John Bartram, 
Fohn Widdrington, and 7ohn Middleton. Knights of Weſlmerland, Chriſtopher 
Morisſby, William Oſandlaw. Eſquires, Robert Eurie, William Bowes, John 
Conyers, William Lampton the elder, Willam Lampton the younger, Hugh 
Burninghill, John Mordon, William Billingham, John Bellys, Henry Tailboys, 
Thomas Garbois, John Hutton, William Hunton, Thomas Cooke, of Fiſhburne, 
with other hve Eſquires. He procured certaine Privileges for a Fount to 
be placed in the Gallolie of Durham, where all excommunicated Perſons 
might baptize their Children, and have other Sacraments adminiſtred, 
when they could not have the ſame at any other place in England, in 
time of the Interdict. He died the 20th, of November 1437, and lieth 
buried in the ſaid Chanterie, by him founded in the Gallolie aforeſaid, 
in a faire Tombe of Marble, upon the end whereof, his Armes are ingra- 
ven, as may appeare. 


50. ROBERT NEVILL 


ſucceeded, and was tranſlated from Salyſbury to Durham the 27 lf. of Janu- 
arie 1437. He builded the Exchequerre before the Caſtle Gates, upon 
the Place-Greene in Durham, with all Edifices, Chambers, and Offices of 
the ſame, wherein are keept the Courts of Chancery, Common Plees, Re- 
ceyvour, and Auditour. He was Biſhoppe of Durham ninteen yeares, 
and lieth buried on the ſouth part of Durham Church. 


51. LAURENCE BOOTH 


ſucceeded, and was conſecratd the fifteenth of September 1457. He buil- 
ded the College Gates at Auckland, with all the Buildings on both ſides 
therof, 
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therof, of his owne proper charges, and-alter he had been Biilapn of 
Durham about twenty veares, he was tranilicl to Lorle, and iveil bu v- 
cd in Cawood Church, niche to the City of lr. 


52. WILLIA MOU DLEEF 
ſucceeded 1477. He was Biltoppe fix yeares, and dycd. 


53. TOHN SHEEREWOOD 


ſucceeded 1483, and continued el-aven yeares, and dyed 1494. 


34. RICHARD FOX 


ſucceeded, and was confecrated 1494. This Biſnopp did TG and al- 
ter the great Hall in the Caſtle of Durham, in which beſorc, were two 
Princely Seates, on either end of the Hall one. But he tooke away the 

ſeate in the lower end, where he builded a Pantry, and upon the lume. 

a place for Muſitians to ſtand in, and to play upon their EUments 1 in 
time of ſerveing up of Courſes: He made allo in the ſame place, u {air 
Kitchin with other Houſes of Office therunto belonging, and above RES 
certaine Chambers for Officers to lye in: He built of his one charges, 
all the new worke and buildings upon the Weſt part of the Hall an 
Kitchin there: He begun alſo to build a Hall with a Kitchin and other 
Buildings in the great high Tower in the ſame Caſtle, but before the lame 
were finiſhed, he was tranſlated to Wincheſter, by reaſon of ſome Contro - 

verſies growne betweene him and the Earle of Northumberland concerning 
Hartlepoole: He founded Corpus Chriſly Colledge in Oxford, where unto he 
gave larg Poſſeſſions: He erected a fair Chappell at Wincheſter, where he 
was honourably buryed under a faire ſtone, wherein his Image is curi- 
ouſly engraven: He was Biſhoppe of Durham about ſeaven yeares or

56. CHRISTOPHER BAINBRIGG 


ſucceeded, and was conſecrated 150). He was Biſhopp of Durham about

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one yeare, and then was tranſlated to Yorke 1508, and within a ſhort 
time after, he was made Cardinall, and being ſent in Ambaſlage from 
King Henry the eight to Roan, he died there of Poyſon, as was publi- 


quely reported, 


37. THOMAS RUTHALL 


ſucceeded, and was conſecrated 1308. He was Biſhopp of Durham four- 
teene yeares; he builded the great dineing Chamber at Auckland. He re- 
paired the third part of Tyne-bridge, toward the South end therof. He 
was for the moſt part continually reſiding at the Court, and for his ſin- 
gular wiſdome and prudence retayned of the Kings Privye Councell. 
He was reputet to be the richeſt Subject in England; upon a time, King 
Henry the eight, willed him to compile a Booke, of the ſtate and Revenues 
of his Crowne, which the Biſhopp performed; and moreover, he made 
another Booke of his owne Eſtate, and Abilitie in Riches, the which two 
Bookes, he made of one Volume, and Quantity, and bound them up in 
Vellam, in ſuch ſort, that the one could not eafily be diſcerned by the 
other, and ſo ſet them up in his ſtudy: Afterwards, Cardinall Molſie was 
ſent by the King, to bringe the Kings Booke to his preſence, the Biſhopp 
willed one of his Servants to bring unto him the Booke bound in Vellam, 
but the Servant raſhly brought the Booke, wherin the Biſhopps Richey 
and Revenues were contayned, which the Biſhopp unadviſedly, withon 
opening, delivered to the Cardinall, who likewiſe delivered the ſame & 
the King, wherby it appeared, that the Biſhoppe was worth in ſubſtance; 
one hundred thouſand Pounds, or therabout. But when the Biſhopp 
underſtoode, that he had delivered the wrong Booke to the King, he was 
therywith ſtrucken with ſuch anguiſh and ſorrow of heart, that he dyed 
of the ſame at London 1522. | | 1 


58. THOMAS WOLSET. 
Cardinall of Rome, Archbiſhopp of Yorke, the Pope's Legate in England, 


Primate of England, and Lord Chanclor, ; Biſhopp of Windkeler was 
made Biſhopp of Durham 1523, where he was Biſhopp about ſeaven 


j yeares; he held all the ſaid Dignities, and Biſhopricks in his hands at one 


time. He repaired the third part of Tine-bridge toward the South end: He 
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founded a goodly College in Oxford, called Clhriſts Colledge, or the Candi- 
nalls Colledg: He founded likewiſe another Colledg at Iich, but be- 
fore either of them were finiſhed, he died at Leiceſter, the 2744. of Noyem: 
ber, and lieth buryed in Leiceſler Abby. 


50. CUTHBERT" TUNSTAL'E 


ſucceeded the 20th. of March 1530, and was tranſlated from London. He 
was a molt reverend, learned, and vertuous Man. He builded the new 
Gallarie, and the Chappell theruntto adjoyning, within the Caſtle of Dur- 
ham. He built the Iron Gates of the ſame Caſtle, with the free ſtone worke 
on either part therof, and made the Laver or Water Conduite in the 
Curten of the ſame Caſtle, wherin his Armes are ſett: He built a Gallo- 
rie wth a Porch at Auckland, he finiſhed the worke and great Window 
of the Dineing Chamber at Auckland, which Biſhopp Rutha!l founded: 
He repaired Norham Caſtle, and alſo repaired Tine-bridge on the South 
part, two ſundry times: He built the Tollbooth in the Market place in 
Durham, with all Houſes in the backſides therof, and gave the ſame to the 
Citizens of Durham: He was accuſed for his Conſcyence by one Rymane 
Manvill in the time of King Edward the ſixt, and therupon deprived of 
his Biſhopricke, and committed to the Tower of London; but in Queenc 
Marie's time, he was delivered out of Priſon, and reſtored to his ownc 
See, with all Privileges therof: He retayned many learned Men about 
him, kept a ſumptuous houſe, and great family, and gave Almes liberally 
to the Poor. It was reported, that on every Fridaie before Faſter called 
good Friday) at his comeing to Durham, he gave to the Poore People 
there, a Durham meaſured Peck of Pennies: He was afterwards deprived 
of his Dignitie in the time of Queene Elizabeth, and being at the Princeſie 
commaundment, with the Archbiſhopp of Canterburie, he departed this 
life, and made a godly end. He lieth buryed in Lambeth Church: He dyed 
1559, and was Biſhopp of Durham about twenty nyne yeares. 

It is to be remembered, that in the time of King Henry the eight, the 
Sepulcree of S!, Cuthbert, by certaine Commiſſioners of the ſaid King, 
was opened, and the holy Corpes of St. Cuthbert, with all things about 
the ſame, was found incorrupted, whole, ſound, ſweete, odireferous, and 
flexable, the ſame was taken up, carryed into the Reveltric, vewed, touched, 

| and 
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and ſearched by ſundry Perſons, both of the Clergye and others, and af- 
terwards laid in a new Coffin of Wood, of which Premiſſes, manic eye 
witneſſes were of very late, and ſome are yet liveing.
